reconcilable battalion" which caused the rejection of the 
League of Nations covenant. 


If the seven treaties submitted for ratification by Pres- 


ident Harding can stand this test the "irreconcilables" will 
not fight them. 
The test will be as to whether the treaty 


causes any infringement of the Monroe Doctrine or any alli- 
ance in surrender of American sovereignty, when the committee 
meets for consideration of the treaty. Three members of the 
group, Senators Borah, Johnson and Brandegee, are members 
of the Foreign Relations Committee.
